Check Plugs 
“Spark plugs should be checke1 
to see th a t they are not too old 
and th a t the porcelain Is free from 
cracks. 
The electrodes should be 
ad justed 
in accordance with I he 
m anufacturer’s specifications. Dis­ 
tributor points should be cleaned 
and adjusted and the distributor 
checked for excessive wear, which 
causes erratic and non-uniform op­ 
eration. 
“Valve tappet clearance is im ­ 
portant. tis it affects 
engine 
per­ 
formance. 
Adjustm ents should be 
made in accordance with m anufac­ 
turer's specifications. 
C arburetors 
should be cleaned and adjusted to 
get the proper ratio of gasoline and 
air. 
A m ixture that, is too lean 
causes excessive use of the throttle; 
a m ixture th a t is too rich is an 
even greater evil, as it causes ex­ 
cessive use of gasoline a t all en­ 
gine speeds. 
Be sure th a t the float 
level is not set too high, as that 
causes 
hard 
starting 
and 
fuel 
waste. These factors should br de­ 
term ined by a motor analyzer, a 
machine th a t gives an absolute re­ 
cording with accurate Instrum ents. 
An engine th a t is not right cannot 
pass the analyzer test. 
“The carburetor accelerator pump 
adjustm ent should be set for sum ­ 
mer or w inter driving. 
It requires 
a longer stroke for winter, as more 
gasoline is needed for .starting and 
good acceleration 
M anifold gasket 
leakage will reduce cylinder effic­ 
iency. 
Compression Im portant 
“Engine compression Is a vital 
factor in fuel economv and should 
be m ade uniform with the m an u ­ 
facturer's 
recom m endations. 
If 
compression is too low. the cause 
should be determined by a service 
station th a t has proper equipm ent 
for m aking the test.
